Teachers Get 
New Maximum 


Teachers with a bachelor’s de- 
gree can earn $4,600 to $7,600 
here, starting next September. The 
tracks for master’s, Master’s plus 
30 hours, and the doctorate, are 
progressively $400 higher. 

The total estimated payroll for 
teachers will be $1,315,462. Prin- 
cipals and directors are also in- 
cluded in the total. 

Excluded are the salaries of the 
central administrative staff, se- 
cretaries, custodians and others in 
the non-teaching part of the de- 
partment. 

The School Committee has 
placed every teacher onthe proper 
salary schedule step, without 
limiting the amount of the raise 
that this requires in a single 
year. This was a departure from 
other years, when raises have 
been limited to $500, even if this 
meant that the teachers would not 
be put on the proper level of the 
schedule.

Study Regulation 


The Planning Board is seeking 
advice and counsel from the Select- 
men, before adopting advertised 
regulations. 

The new regulations were the 
subject of a recent hearing, when 
contractors and other residents 
suggested some changes, and ob- 
jected to the payment of fees for 
some inspections. 

The Planning Board, prior to 
adopting the regulations, is 
anxious to get the opinion of the 
Selectmen, according to Chairman 
Harold King.

From Scan- 
dinavia also came the burning of 
the yule log. 

Druids held mistletoe in awe. 
They cut it from the oak tree, 
never allowed it to touch the 
ground, then dedicated it to the 
goddess of love. This explains 
kissing that goes on under mistle- 
toe. 

The Christmas tree was first 
used in Germany. Legend has it 
that Martin Luther put up the first 
Christmas tree in his home. 

But long before that, dormant 
branches of fruit trees were 
brovght indoors before Christmas 
and forced to bloom. This is be- 
lieved to have been a survival of

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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 
Who Is The Trust? 


Many, many weeks ago, it was announced that a Realty 
Trust was going to be formed, composed primarily of 
merchants and businessmen within the town. 

The group was to organize and prepare plans for the 
re-use of land taken under the Urban Renewal plan. The 
fact that this group needed extra time to do its planning 
was cited as a reason for postponing a decision on the 
Urban Renewal plan until March. 

Then, some weeks after its formation, we heard that 
the Realty Trust actually wasn’t doing much of anything — 
this from a former enthusiastic member of the group. 

We also hear, without confirmation, that there is still 
much interest and enthusiasm for and by the local group — 
but that it wants to remain anonymous until it has a plan 
all prepared and submitted to other merchants. 

Whatever the facts — and they are hard to pinpoint at 
this writing — it occurs to us that the townpeople are 
intelligent enough, perceptive enough, wise enough, to 
be taken into any group’s confidence, when that group is 
planning construction that is involved in a public project. 
If this was merely a private construction problem, we 
would care not at all; it is, however, involved in a public 
project that will cost quite a bit of money. 

This must be public business all the way. 


Pay, Without Merit 


When the School Committee removed merit from its 
policies — the payment for this extra remained intact with- 
in the salary schedule. 

In effect, teachers not eligible for merit, or those who 
may have been actually refused merit, will now be getting 
paid on a salary schedule that includes this $500 amount. 

This is an affront, in some respects, to those who re- 
ceived merit rewards because of the excellent job they do. 

This is certainly an unnecessary payment, from the tax- 
payers’ viewpoint, for those who were not considered to 
be capable of achieving merit when rated by the adminis- 
trators. These few teachers will now be paid at the rate 
paid those who received merit — thus equalizing pays, but 
removing incentives. 

We do hope that a plan for merit payment — by whatever 
name it may be called — will be presented to the School 
Committee within a reasonable time. There is every rea- 
son to believe that a workable merit plan is a vital part 
of any growing school system whose objectives are more 
than mediocre. 


Simplify The Procedure 


Harold Rafton made a lot of sense recently, when he 
recommended to the Selectmen that fewer checks be im- 
posed on work of the Land Acquisition Committee. 

He suggested that only one other town board be required 
to approve the acquisition of land, instead of two or three 
as is now the case. The duplication of effort, he claims, 
slows down the Committee’s work, and may lead to halting 
it altogether, if one board or official can’t agree with 
others. 

Everyone likes to have his hand in the decisions; no 
elected or appointed official, once given some authority, 
wants to relinquish it. 

But in the interests of acquiring the needed land, with- 
out endless bickering, there should be a streamlining, a 
simplification, of the existing system. 

Mr. Rafton, whose work as Committee chairman certainly 
qualifies him to speak on the subject, makes a good point. 
We hope that the Land Committee is not so restricted in 
its activities in 1963. 


Shocking Events 


The whole has been disturbed this Christmas 
season by the wanton destruction of decorations along 
Main st. Bulbs are constantly stolen from the lighted 
trees, wreaths have been pulled from windows and trampled 
underfoot, other mischief has been accomplished, 

Willful breakage can not be excused at any time; it is 
more difficult to understand when it occurs at Christmas- 
time. 

Perhaps this is a sign that too many young people know 
and understand less and less about Christmas. Possibly 
they look on the observance of this holiday as they do on 
any other — just a day off, or the reason for a week’s 
vacation from school. 

Would a person, young or older, possessing true appre- 
ciation of the holiday, steal and break the lights on the
